War Ships at Victoria Ordered to 


China. One Vessel Sails To= 


day. Flagship Saturday. 


Victoria, B. C., Jan. 20.—Orders have 


been received at Esquimaux by Rear Ad- 
miral Palliser from the British admiralty 
office, instructing him to have evefry ves- 
sel in his fleet ready to start for China on 
48 hours' notice. 


The making public of these orders to- 


day has aroused the greatest excitement. 
The meaning of the movement is the only 
topic of discussion here. The fact that 
England intends to use at least a show of 
force In her demands in the Orient is all 
that can be told. 


All is bustle around the dock yards. 


Crews of the different vessels are basily 
engaged in rushing coal and provisions on 
board. The whole place is given up to 
the hurried preparations, and there is 
little opportunity to learn anything more 
than the mere facts of the orders. 


Later came an order for her majesty's 


ship Pheasant to start on her trip across 
the Pacific today. She is more nearly 
ready than the others. Tonight she will 
be well out to sea. 


The last instructions received were for 


H. R. M. imperial flagship of the station 
to proceed to the scene of activity. She 
will start on Saturday. It is not known 
whether or not Admiral Palliser will ac- 
company her. 


The other vessels are being made 


ready as rapidly as possible in anticipa- 


tion of coming orders. 
But it is not 


likely, unless the conditions in the Orient 
reach a climax that the other ships here 
will be ordered there at present. The 
Icarius is the only small vessel.

and latterly has been working in Hart- 
ford. 
It is said that last Christmas 


he called upon his wife and at the point 
of a pistol niadn her return to Hartford 
with him. 
She remained there but a. 


very short time, when she suddenly re- 
turned. to her home here. 


"While Mrs. Duff and her mother and 


HeUley were about to sit down to supper 
last evening, Dnff again put in an ap- 
pearance and vehemently demanded that 
his wife return to Hartford. Mrs. Maher 
would not listen to her daughter 1'eaving, 
land then -without more ado the husband 
aimed a revolver at his wife an/d threat- 
ened to kill her. She ran out of the 
house, followed by the apparently crazed 
husband, and just as she reached the i 
front door to re-enter the house, she re- 
ceived a shot in the left lung. 
A sec- 


ond shot was fired as the woman turned 
about, which struck her in the right 
ear and passed through hw head, kill- i 
ing her instantly.

Administration. 


Fierce Onslaught of Demo- 


crats Resisted, 


What the President-Has Dona' In Kte Direction 


of Peace. 


Washington, Jan. 20.— Party lines were 


as taut as ever during the entire session 
of the house of representatives Wednes- 
day. Every minute o<f the sitting in 
committee of the whole was pregnant 
with excitement, in whie'i the galleries 
shared. Kr. Sulzer (Dem., N. Y.) of- 
fered an amendment directing the presi- 
dent to notify Spain that unless the war 
ceased in 30 days we would recognize the 
independence of Cuba t.nd enforce our 
position by arms. It went the way of its 
predecessors, but Sulzer managed to ask 
Mr. Hitt whether 
the committee on 


foreign affairs intended to suppress all 
resolutions and bills recog-ndzing the 
frightful state of affairs in Cuba. Mr. 
Hitt -paid no heed to the question. 


"The gentleman; like his party, faila 


to answer," exclaimed 
Mr. Sulzer. 


"I refer him to the St. Louis platform." 
(Democratic laughter and Republican 
jeers.) 


A dash of Michigan politics was in- 


jected into the proceedings at this point 
by a controversy between 
Messrs. 


Bruckner and'Bisbop (Rep.) of that state. 
The former read some remarks of Gov- 
ernor PSirgree denouncing the trend of 
afraars in the Republican party. 
Ma-. 


Bishop asked if Mr. Bruckner stood 
sponsor for Governor Pingree's senti- 
ments, to which the latter replied that 
the Republican party elected him. "We 
repudiate him," said Mr. Bishop. 


"If I helped to elect a. governor on a 


Democratic piatform I should stand by 
him," said Mr. Bruckner. 


"We did stand by Governor Pingree 


until he ceased to be a Republican. Did 
you 
stanid 
by Grwer Cleveland?" 


(Laughter) retorted Mr. Bishop. 


"I did," replied Mr. Bruckner, "until 


he became dominated by the same Re- 
publican methods Governor Pingree de- 
bounces." (Republican jeers). 


Mr. Hitt opened the general debate 


with an important statement as to our 
relations with' Spain and Cuba, and the 
course of the administration. The presi- 
dent had protested with such emphasia 
and energy against the barbarities of 
the war and the policy of concentration 
that General Weyler had been recalled 
In disgrace and the policy of concentra- 
tion had been abandoned. Further even 
tins?" this the president had gone. He 
had notified the Sapasta -ministry that 
the war must cease and proposals of set- 
tlement be made within a reasonable 
time. These representations had been 
made owing to the grvat interest over 
the struggle the Cubans were making. 
The president's representations had been 
listened to by Spain, and the scheme of 
self-government, modelled upon that of 
Canada, had been issued. Whether it j 
would be successful, whether it was 
practicable or sincere, many might 
doubt. Perhaps it would be a harsh 
judgment new to say It had already 
failed; but that it was sincere events 
had made clear. 


Mr. Hitt d-wrlt upon the eftVot of the 


extension of belligerent rights to the in- 
surgents, arguing that it would give 
Spanish cruisers the right of search and 
impose a great hardship on the Cubans, 
who were without a-navy. A three-mile 
llhe about Cuba was now the limit of the 
Spanish cruisers' right of search. A 
declaration of belligerency would allow 
Spain's warships to hunt our vessels on 
the high seas. In the existing situation 
good men sympathizing with Cuba's 
cause were constantly making their way 
- ••- «*i«.-... Supplies, ffu«§ -aid am- 


muiiition were going from the United 
States. It was said that every pound of 
powder firec! in. the cause of Cuba's free- 
dom had come from this country. No 
Spanish cruiser could n -w molest our 
vessels on the high seas. Members 
might ask why with all these disadvan- 
tages in stare for them the agents of the 
Cuban republic in this city desired bel- 
ligerent rights. "I could explain it," 
said Mr. Hitt, "but I prefer to do so in 
the words of one of these agents to me. 
'We know,' said this gentleman, 'that 
we have much to lose in thp matter of 
supplies, but we also know that if Span- 
ish cruisers begin to stop American 
skippers it will not be long before a hasty 
shot is fired. With that shot puiiic vpiu-. 
ion in Spain and the United States will 
plunge these countries-into war. Then 
our bau!e,will be over.' That, perhaps, 
is a very just argument for the Cubans," 
continued Mr. Hitt, ,"but not for an 
American. If we are to have war let ua 
face it directly, not be forced into it by 
a chance. I do not blame the Cubans, 
however, any more than I blarne the 
Confederates, who, during the rebellion, 
hoped to precipitate war between the 
United States and Great Britain, know- 
ing that once war came the contract for 
freeing the Confederacy would be taken 
off their hands. Let us remember that 
we have a faithful pilot at the helm, and 
that if the ship of state is near the rapids 
we should be patient and ready to sup- 
port him if he takes the step which the 
honor and the interests of OUT country 
may demand." 


Mr. Dinsmoire, Arkansas, a Democratic 


member of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee, declared that the time had come for 
giving the Cubans the recognition they 
had so long sought. He arraigned Mr. 
Hitt a-nd the Republican side for alleged 
Inconsistency, 
citing 
their 
Cuban 


speeches under the Cleveland adminis- 
tration and then branching- off to the 
tariff, civil service and various other 
tupics. Returning to Cub.i, he declared 
that no act by this government could 
bring war with Spain, for a bankrupt 
monarchy which could not put 
down 


35,000 ragged Cuban soldiers would not 
enter upon a contest with the United 
States. 


Mr. Adams (Rep., Pa.), chairman of 


the sub-committee on Cuba, contrasted 
the inaction and apathy of the last ad- 
ministration toward Cuba with the 
achievements of this. He maintained 
that recognition of belligerency was 
purely an executive function. 


•'Did you not vote- for belligerency in 


the last congress?" asked Mr. Sulzer. 


"I did," responded Mr. Adams, "but 


then we were seeking to protect Ameri- 
can property. That property is now de- 
stroyed. We were seeking to free Ameri- 
can prisoners; they are now all free. 
This whole question is nearing a solu- 
tion of its own weight. •> Spain is bank- 
rupt; she cannot send another man to 
Cuba. There are riots in Havana. The 
handwriting has appeared on the wall." 


In reply to a direct question as to why 


bis sub-committee had not reported the 
senate resolution, he said the commit- 
tee had called for official information. 
They could not rely on newspaper re- 
ports when they saw in this city the two 
sides of the question presented by dif- 
ferent newspapers. 


Mr. Berry (Dem., Ky.) eloquently 


pleaded Cuba's cause. After 300,000 Cu- 
bans hod gone down to death during the 
last four years, he said it was absurd for 
members to deny that a state_/jf war ex- 
isted on the island today. "I do not fear 
-war," said he. "I think a little blood 
letting would be good for us. Let Spain 
fire on the American flag just once, and 
the flame will be'kindled that will free 
Cuba."

hotel of the patronage of traveling men, 
except perhaps for an occasional midday 
xueal. The numerous fraternity houses 
with their ample accommodations, take 
care of the majority of alumni visitors; 
guests of the college are apportioned out 
among the professors, or entertained at 
the "White House", and the Infirmary ac- 
commodates the parents ot students, 
called to the village by illness of their 
eons. I am told that the same causes to 
a more or less extent effect the patronage 
of the summer hotels, and it is wel[ 
known that the Greylock Is not a profit- 
a.bje investment tor its owners. Now 
with these drawbacks to contend against, 
it will be readily seen why a village hotel 
in winter would lack support. 


Since it is Impracticable to ask the col- 


lege or town for a guarantee against fi- 
nancial loss in running a winter, or all 
the year boose, the question arises, how 
can it best be accomplished. I can sug- 
gest two ways, namely, find a philan- 
thropist who would not bother abont the 
profit or loss account, or better still form 
a stock company with subscribers who 
would take an annual loss cheerfully, for 
the good of the village and the welfare o* 
the public. Perhaps with encouragement 
from the village, and the college, it wonld 
pay iu time, let us hope so. As to a site 
for snob a hotel, conld an arrangement be 
made to have one, the Bardwell property 
corner of Hoxie avenne and Main street 
•would be most desirable. At a moderate 
expense the old house conld be made a 
quaint and attractive place, giving the 
village ample accommodations for the 
stranger within her gates.

Interesting and Instructive Lecture. 


The lecture on "Immigration" by Pres- 


cott F. Hall, secretary of the Immigration 
Restriction league, given at the Congre- 
gation house Wednesday evening, was 
one of the most interesting and instruc- 
tive lectures ever given in Adams. 
Mr. 


Hall spoke under the auspices of the 
Young Men's club of the Congregational 
ahurch, and previous to his lecture a half 
hour reception •was held in which ho met 
a numbers of the members. 
He was in- 


troduced by President William 3. Morton 
and

person 
was 
attentive 
and 
seemed 


eager to hear. His remarks were for the 
most part relative to the bill which will 
probably soon be passed, that all immi- 
grants be able to read and write. He was 
very muuk in favor of the bill, and said 
the reading test would probably be about 
five lines of the constitution. Mr. Hall 
gave many interesting statistics and said 
that of late years the immigrants have 
come mostly from Southern Europe or 
from such countries as Austria, Hungary> 
Poland and Italy. Most of these people 
are illiterates, they do not try to get an 
education but comprise the stock which 
goes to make up the slums in the United 
States. The United States does not ask 
that her immigrants be wealthy but she 
will require that they at least have edu- 
cation. The fact that the United States 
has much area which is not thickly popu- 
lated is no reason why she should encour- 
age a lot of immigrants who are illiterate 
and are panpers almost from the time of 
their arrival. Too much of her money is 
being paid out to immigrants who are a 
worthless burden. The fact is proved when 
•tatistics show that in 1S90 there were 


80,000 persons of foreign birth or parent- 
age supported by the public in the 
prisons, insane asylums, and almshonses 
of the United States. Bougoly speaking, 
take an equal number of the foreign and 
native elements of the population, and 
the former furnishes one and one-half 
times as many criminals. When Mr. Hall 
closed his remarks he allowed questions 
to be asked and he was kept busy explain- 
lng tor some time. The lecture was an 
educational treat and those who did not 
bear it missed a rare advantage.

High Pressure Steam Boiler. 


A steam boiler carrying a pressure of 


8,000 pounds per square inch was shown 
at the Stockholm exhibition by Mr. De 
Laval, the inventor of the well known 
steam turbine and the centrifugal cream 
separator. The boiler is described aa 
being merely a long concentric spiral 
tube, less than an inch in diamater, 
through •which the water is pumped, es- 
caping as steam at the end, where it is 
used to propel a steam turbine. The 
•water supply is automatically regulated 
by the demand for steam, as is also the 
air supply to the furnace. Kothwith- 
sfcanding the extremely high pressure?, 
the boiler is believed ,tp be a very safe 
construction on account t.of the small 
diameter of the pipe and of the fact 
that if an explosion should take place it 
would involve only a small portion of 
the length of the pipe and a small quan- 
tity of water.'—Engineering News.

SHOWING OF THE SAVINGS BANKS. 


The savings bank is a very excellent in- 


dication of the people's financial condi- 
tion. It is the barometer, showing good 
or hard times. The report of Massachu- 
setts savings banks show that in only 
three years of the past 25 have the sav- 
jngs banks of this state increased the 
amount of their deposits in so large a sum 
as during 1897. Their holdings now.reach 
the immense sum of n early half a billion 
dollars, their deposit accounts number 
1,381,329 in a state whose total population 
is little more than 2,000,000, and the av- 
erage sum held to each account has for 
the first time in the history of the banks 
risen above $340. 


Deposits in the savings banks were in- 


creased by 120,698,837 over those for 1896, 
the deposits last year footing up to §473,- 
919,094. These represent 1,384,329 accounts, 
with an average to each of $342.35. The 
*otal amount deposited during last year 
was f82,814,012, which is an increase over 
the preceding year of f3.897,482. Depos- 
itors withdrew |79,334,807 last year, which 
was 52,418,583 less than the amount with- 
drawn in the year before. The dividends 
declared aggregated S17,335,51P, or |500,000 
more than in 1896. 


The savings bank commissioners renew 


the suggestion made in their last report 
that a law be enacted prohibiting any

The commissioners say further: "We 


think the present an opportune time in 
which to repeat, with added emphasis, 
tbe views expressed in previous reports 
and to urge upon the investing boards ol 
the several banks the necessity of ex- 
treme cautions in making loans; we would 
especially call attention to the danger of 
loaning upon property at a distance from 
the banks, as conditions effecting the 
property, or the borrower, may exist, or 
afterwards arise, which, while readily 
known in the locality where the property 
is situated, are slow in coming to the 
knowledge of parties at a distance."

Of course, it would oo uu- 
fair to take any one city as illustration 
or argument, for there are local causes 
which may mndify results to a large de- 
gree. And where the total income of a 
city is increased, expenditure on a larger 
scale is justifiable. Moreover, communi- 
ties are beginning to find out that city 
government in oue of its aspects is 03-op- 
eratiou for the attainment of certni i 
ends which are, or seem to be, for tne 
good of all. They have found out that by 
co-operation they can secure at a mini- 
mum of cost to each individu.il what few 
inkividuals can secure for themselves. 
This, we believe to be one underlying im- 
pulse which is causing the extension of 
municipal effort in new fields. Many ot 
those who are most strenuous in advocat- 
ing such extension fail to comprehend 
the force which moves them. But it ex- 
ists, and it results in nuking municipal 
expenditure larger, both absolutsly and 
relatively, while at the same time it gives 
the people more for their money than 
they could get in any other way. Such 
expenditure is justifiable also. 


Naturally enough, there are other fact- 


ors for which not so good a defence can 
be ma^e. Negligence and extravagance 
and dishonesty have to share a part of the 
burden. Lack of god business manage- 
ment makes municipal expenditures far 
larger than they should be. Some depart- 
ments of almost all cities are soL.ietiu.ei 
in control of incompetent men, to the in- 
evitable incurring of unnecessary expen- 
sea. Then there is the rage for emulating 
other cities, without much reference as to 
whether the example set is wise or other- 
wise.

CITY EXPENSES. 


In his inaugural address the mayor of 


the city of Lawrence called attention to 
the fact that in that city during the last 
10 years there has been 8-n increase of ex- 
penditure above the increase of popula- 
tion of 12 per cent, in the pauper depart- 
ment, 40 per cent, in the police depart" 
ment, 49 per cent, in the school de- 
partment, 52 per cent in tbe health 
department, 61 per cent, in the fire de- 
partment, 120 per cent, in the street de- 
partment. Lawrence probably is not an 
extreme instance of the increase of mu- 
nicipal expenditure. Most cities in Mas- 
sachusetts Show a similar growth. It 
would not be strange if some would 
reveal a still larger disparity than Law- 
rence reveah between the growth of 
population and the growth of public ex- 
penses. But we suspect that, taking the 
cities of Massachusetts a» they average, 
Lawrence will be found to pretty fairly 
represent them in the rate of increase of 
expenditure as compared with the rate o.' 
increase of population. Hot only that, 
but the rate of increase in each depart- 
ment will not be found to differ widely 
from that in Lawrence. Ordinarily the 
growth of pauper expenses would be 
among the least and that of street depart- 
ment expenses the largest. Police de- 
partments have certainly grown more 
expensive in 10 years, by reason of both 
increase? in the numbers of men em- 
ployed and in the pay which is given to 
them. We are surprised to note that the 
increase of expenditure in the Lawrence 
school department over tbe increase of 
population is no more than 49 per cent. 
In most cities, it seems to us, the increase 
must be far greater. All the tendency 
has been towards added outlay. Teiohera* 
salariCi average higher than they did 10 
years ago; tbe developm nt of manual 
training has created an expense which 
was until recently 
unknown; and in 


numberless minor details there have 
been Increases of outlay which must 
count in the aggregate a large sum. If 
the Lawrence rate ia duplicated in the 
other cities of the state, the fact speak? 
well for the bndness administration of 
the schools. 
There in no occasion for 


surprise In tbe increase of the health de- 
partment expenditure. 
The condact of 


health departments in cities, as we now 
know it. is the product of not more than 
20 years. 
A score of years ago, the mat- 


ter was left pretty much to chance, ami 
to each spasmodic action as might be 
tpten it an epidemic appeared. Now, tne 
health department has grown to be a 
ebntUnt active force, employing con- 
siderable

It 
was painful to look at, and must have 
been still moro painful for her. 


Actually her feet, incased in many folds 


of some red material, were no longer than 
one's forefinger—mcro stumps instead of 
good, honest, natural pedal extremities. It 
was all the little woman could do to retain 
. her balance, and once or twicu she grasped 
tin shoulders of her little son with both 
hands and nearly threw that helpful but 
not overlarge youngster to the ground. 
Thon Mrs. Wu would gather herself for 
another effort, take a fow doubtful steps, 
and again pause to catch her balance. A 
young American woman, wearing com- 
mon Hunso shoes and with un elastic, gay 
step, cnnio along just at that moment, and 
tho contrast was very striking.

We met her at tho railroad station, ten 


miles from the fort—a captain and ser- 
geant and his sq uad—and she made tho rest 
Df the journey in an ambulance, seated be- 
side the officer. 
It may have been known 


among the officers and their families for 
weeks that she was coming—a blue eyed, 
fair haired girl of 18 from the east named 
Miss Bell—but tho first we heard of it was 
vrhen we went to the depot as an escort. 
We did not know whether we were to meet 
man or woman until Captain Johnson 
came out of the building with her. Wo 
could use our eyes and talk to each other, 
and wo were not two minutes in deciding 
that the new arrival was a "peach'7 and 
that we were glad she was going to honor 
the fort with her presence.

She 
couldn't understand the wide gulf separat- 
ing officer from private, but in her awful 
ignorance a soldier was fi soldier, "o mat- 
ter whether he carried a-saber or a.eword. 
Being left alone with Sergeant Iiaj-kins 
for a few minutes while the captain sent 
off a telegram for her, she did not hesitate 
to chatter'away as if shehftd beea formally 
introduced and had me* before, and this 
action of hers was to haTO a strange-bear- 
ing on after events. 
Aftes a couple of 


days we noticed a change in Sergeant 
Larkins. He was a yoong man of 30, well 
educated and evidently something above 
the common, and there were rumors that 
his father was a wealthy New Yorker and 
that the son had entered'the army because 
of a quarrel between them. He had been 
speedily promoted from private to sergeant, 
and there were those who said that outside 
influence was tho cause of'this. 
However 


that may have been, the sergeant was 
prompt in his duties, respectful to his su- 
periors and liked by all'the men. I repeat 
that we saw a change in him, and pretty 
Boon it came to us that he hacMallen in 
love with Miss Bell at first sight. It was 
tho sheerest folly under the ciroumstancog, 
but these things are generally beyond-con- 
trol. The feeling was likely all on his 
part, and military discipline would scarcely 
permit him to use his eyes to see her across 
the parade ground. 


A little ring of us laughed and made 


merry behind the sergeant's bock, but lat- 
er on it sobered us to realize that he was 
seriously in earnest. He committed a 
breach of discipline in placing himself 
where he could speak to-her, and ho was 
sharply reprimanded for neglecting his 
duties, and by and by half a hundred men 
got to know that the sergeant had lost his 
head over Miss Bell. If she had ever even 
mentioned his name after arriving at tho 
fort, no one had heard of tho incident. Wo 
came to know that she was of a stylish, 
wealthy family, and wo voted that Ser- 
geant Larkins ought to have his head 
sandpapered for making a dunce of him- 
self. 


Miss Bell had boon at the fort about a 


month when tho Sioux on the reservation 
began to make trouble, and tho Indian 
police reported that a number of them 
had broken avray and were marauding in 
the foothills. Such stories were always 
afloat, and no credence was given thorn 
until some deed of violence had been com- 
mitted. It had boon planned by half a 
dozea officers and their wives to hold a 
picnic at tho falls of Buffalo river,-and but 
for tne reports from the reservation they 
would hare gone without escort. The colo- 
nel favored the picnic, but insisted that 
an escort go along, and so Sergeant Lar- 
kins and the same h.ilf dozen of us were 
again detailed. Without the knowledge of 
thu Indies we were ordered to take 50 
rounds of cartridges ipcr man, and aUjtho 
officers were armed with revolvers. 
It 


was 13 miles to the falls, and the picnick- 
ers were loadod into two ambulances, 
there were five officers, seven ladies nnd 
three children, and the escort was ordered 
lo keep them in sight. 
While we were 


nominally under command of Sergeant 
Larkins, Captain Williams wotttd have 
charge in case of any trouble arising. Wo 
gave the ambulance half a mile the start, 
and then trotted after, and nothing worthy 
of note happened on the march out. 
To 


reach the falls one had to enter a gorgo 
from a small valley and proceed up-a nar- 
row and rocky path on foot for half n mile. 
The ambulance and our horses were left *n 
this valley, &nd after two of the escorts 
had carried up the baskets of provisions 
they returned to us and wo prepared for a 
comfortable day.

told to go up for tho empty baskets at 1 
o'clock, and the hour had just gone 2 
when a fusillade of revolver shots, followed 
by the warwhoops of Indians, jumped ev- 
ery man to his feet. Ton seconds later we 
were follow lug tho sergeant up the gorge, 
and in five minutes wo came upon the 
women and children hidden awny among 
the rocks and stricken with , terror. . A 
quarter of an hour before the five officers 
had caught sl(?bt of a cub bear on the oth- 
er side of the falls. 
They had gone tip 


Btream a few rods and crossed on a-log, 
but tho shots we heard had not been fired 
at the cub. 
A_ band of 20 or more rena- 


gades who were hiding in the foothills 
had discovered tho picnickers half an hour 
before and were planning a wipe out of ev- 
ery soul when the officers moved. They 
played right in to the hands of tho red men. 
In their chase after the cub they left tho 
falls half a mile behind, and as they caane 
slowly back they found the Indians Con- 
fronting them. There vnis but one course 
—to make a dash for it—and it was gal- 
lantly clone. The Indir.ns wore too strong 
and too woll posted, however. A lieuten- 
ant was dropped dead in his tracks and a 
major and a captain wounded. That would 
have left but two men against 20 but for 
our presence. 


The first movo on our part, seeing that 


the women and children wero safe, was to 
secure cover behind the bowlders and open 
fire on the Indians They had counted on 
a sure thing, and their yells of rage when 
they know of our presence were loud aud 
long. 
We had them between two fires, 


and yet so \vcll wares they sheltered that 
we could not get sight of a head. The red- 
skins knew that we had no means of know- 
ing that they had only two unwounded 
men in front of them armed with revolv- 
ers. The women told us about tho officers 
going away in a body, but although there 
had been severe firing we hoped none of 
them had been hit. 


After we had fired three or four rounds 


apiece the sergeant, called out to know hovr 
it was with the-'trfficers. 
The major an- 


swered, giving the-jiames of the killed and 


•ded. , „_ 
of the five were behind 


the same bowlder and could, use their re- 
volvers. It was a curious position in 
which tho three parties were placed, but 
as tho Indians were- in such strong force 
they could defend their front and rear at 
the some time. If wo left cover to cross 
the creek, we would be exposed to certain 
death. If they left cover to attack tho 
camp, we hod only to shoot them down. 
What we feared was that they would get 
out of the trap by dasliing upon tho offi- 
cers in front, or work to the left, and 
finally take them in the rear. The women 
and children could have been assisted 
down the gorge and sent off at once, but 
no one thought of retreat until tho order 
came from the major. Three-quarters of 
an hour after our arrival he hailed us to 
say that Captain Johnson, wounded by 
the first volley, was dead. Lieutenant 
Blaino, wounded at the same time, was 
now helpless, and the Indians were work- 
Ing to their rear on both flanks. The two 
unwounded man must fall back, carrying 
tho lieutenant with them, and hope to 
reach a, more secure spot. 
The sergeant 


was ordered to send a messenger to tho 
fort and at the same time get the women 
and children to the ambulance and off. Tho 
escort was to Bee thorn to tho fort, and the 
colonel would order out a company to re- 
turn. 


A messenger was hurried off, and while 


throe men remained at the falls, the other 
threo helped the women and children down 
and soon had them loaded up. 
Then two 


of the three men left at the falls appeared. 
Sergeant Larkins hud remained behind to 
hold tho bridge. The sharp eyed Indians 
would get on to tho retreat in front and 
rear, and they would no sooner become 
awaro of tbe movement from th< lulls 
than they would follow on. Both of the 
other two had offered to remain, but the 
sergeant had orderrd them on. The am- 
bulance had scarcely turned a wheel before 
we heard the report of his carbine and 
realized that the Indians were seeking to 
force the crossing. 
We counted a second 


and third shot, and then started off, every 
woman and child weeping and wailing. 
At any moment we might run upon more 
Indians, and it was not until we met a 
company of troopers "within a mile of tho 
fort that we felt safe. They halted for a 
few Seconds to nsk for particulars, and 
then tore ahead, and 5t was midnight be- 
fore we knew the result OL their ride. 
As 


they reached tho valley where we of the 
escort had dismounted, they heaj*l occa-

Problem of 
Increased Debt Con-

Serious at City Hall. 


Not Likely to be Built if It 


Can be Avoided.

as It Is Today. 


Active measures looking to the build" 


ing of a new high school in, this city have 
been begun, and it may be said that the 
school conmittee believes that the build- 
ing should go forward at once and be 
begun the coming season. 


Monday one of the members of the 


school committee visited Mayor Cady t0 
ask: him to have a petition drawn praying 
the legislature to allow this city to 
borrow money 
for 
the 
purpose of 


erecting a new high 
school 
build- 


ing. 
Mayor Cady said that he did 


not feel that it was wise to rush 
the question of a new school building be- 
fore it was known what appropriations 
for the coming year would be asked and 
which would be positively necessary to 
carry "on the city's administration and 
complete unfinished work. 
The school 


committeeman made the point that the 
legislature refuses to receive new bills 
after February 1, and therefore the peti- 
tion should be drawn at once. 


Since Monday the committee has con- 


cluded that special legislation will not be 
necessary to borrow money for the pur- 
pose of school building. The opinion is 
shared by ex-Mayor Houghton whom the 
committee consulted in the matter. 


The question of where the new school- 


building shall be erected has already ser- 
iously engaged the school committee's 
attention. The Porter place on Church 
street is regarded as the most desirable, 
as it would place the new high school, the 
Mark Hopkins school and the normal 
school all beside each other with ample 
grounds. But this property is held at 
a very hi?h figure, probably f 50,000, and 
the committee dislikes to incur that ex- 
pense at this time. 


Another site that is regarded very fav- 


orably and which would be without ex- 
penso to the city is the land between the 
normal school and the Mark Hopkins 
school, already purchased by the city. 
There is ample room there and it is quite 
probable that when a new high school 
building is erected it will be on that 
ground. 


About the probable expense of the new 


building. 
The superintendent of schools 


and members of the school committee re- 
cently visited a number of high school8 
in the eastern part of the state. Infor- 
mally it was stated to Mayor Cady that 
the building visited which seemed most 
fitted to North Adams needs cost |160,000. 
So far, that is the 
only hint as to 


the amount the new school building may 
be expected to cost. But it is a pointer. 


At city hall the feeling is that the build- 


ing of a new school house at such cost as 
the school committee will probably ask 
and at this tims of large expense, is a 
serious matter. The officials responsible 
for the city's finances dislike to assume 
the responsibility the coming year. And 
the fact is, the undertaking will not 
probably be assumed this year if Drury 
can be made to answer for high school 
purposes for a time longer. There is a 
plan to make this possible, which will be 
made known when the time comes for 
definite settlement of the matter. 


The present condition of the Drury 


school building is well known to be un- 
suitable for the use to whic h it is put 
The number of pupils crowded into it is 
entirely too many for the accommoda- 
tions offered, and the ventilation is ex- 
tremely poor. Pupils are frequently ex- 
cused from the building on account of 
their inability tc study in the atmosphere 
which is sometimes found. In addition 
to this tb ire is no room for expansion 
aloni the lines of laboratory work needed 
n modern study of the sciences. 


The high school occupies but four reci- 


tation rooms and a small chemical labor" 
atory in the Drury building. The iour 
rooms were intended to seat a total of 160 
pupils, and this year about 214 have been 
n attendance, so that it has been impos- 
sible to provide seats for all. For the in- 
struction required in the languages aud 
mathematics the buildine answers in a 
way. But when It comes to instruction 
aloog modern lines, requiring laboratory 
room for all the sciences, to say nothing 
of the need of a gymnasium, there is ab- 
solutely no possibility of expansion. 


The needs of the future may be seen in 


the record of the growth of the past few 
years. 
Three years ago there were 145 


pupils. There are now 215, an increase of 
50 per cent. The class of 1898 will gradu- 
ate 40 students and t le incoming clasa 
will number about 80. This increase in 
the number of pupils has demanded a 
corresponding addition to the corps of 
teachers and two new instructors have 
been added during the three years. 


O'NEIL CASE TO BE PUBLISHED, 


Governor and Council Approve Publi- 


cation of Records of the Trial. 


Attorney General Knowlton's annual 


report, which has just been Issued, de- 
votes considerable space to comments on 
the murder of Mrs. McCloud and the trial 
of O'Neil. Aftsr reviewing the facts in 
the case the report says that the governor 
and his council have approved the plan to 
have the records of the trial published, 
and an appropriation is asked for the pur- 
pose. The comment is as follows: 


This was a case of peculiar atrocity. The 


victim was a woman of high character, a 
widow, well know and universally re- 
spected in the community. 
She lived 


with her daughter at the summit of a high 
hill in the suburbs of Sbelburne Falls, 
She was assaulted in the early part of the 
evening, while traveling up the steep hill 
in the direction of her home. He body 
was discovered the next morning, in the 
woods near the road, and it was apparent, 
even without medical evidence, that she 
had been outraged, robbed and murdered. 
Few oases in recent years have excited 
more universal indignation; and yet, from 
the first discovery of the crime, that re- 
spect lor the orderly proceedings of the 
law which is content to abide by the re_ 
suits reac'ied by the investigations of 
prosecuting officers and the judgment of 
the courts, has honorably characterized 
even those most deeply affected by the 
crime. 


The trial occupied el?ht days. 
The 


prisoner was ably defended,but the mass of 
evidence, both direct and circumstantial, 
which the diligence of the officers charged 
with the investigation of the case had afc- 
cumnlated, lefb no room for reasonable 
doubt of the guilt of the prisoner. 


In view of the widespread interest in 


the matter and the many important and 
interesting questions of law and evidence 
raised during the trial, I have asked and 
received the approval of the governor and 
council for the publication of the case, 
and ask that an appropriation be made 
therefor. 


THE REVIVAL OF OLD LAVENDER, 


An Excellent Performance Betore an 


Enthusiastic Audience.

Fittsfield's Postmaster Dead, 


Funeral of Mr, Walz, 


The funeral of Richard Walz was held 


at the Zylonite chapel Wednesday after- 
noon. Rev, W. L. Tonney of this city 
preached a touching eulogy and his words 
brought tears to the eyes of the many 
people who were present. There were 
many handsome floral tributes. Burial 
•was in Hillside cemetery.

Postmaster William J. Coogan of Pitts- 


field died at his home on Pomeroy avenue 
earry this morning of pnsumonia after an 
illness of only about 48 hours. He was 
one of the best postal officials whom 
Pittsfleld has ever had, and a man whom 
all the city respected. Mr. Coogan was 
appointed postmaster in March, 18S7, dur- 
ing ex-President Cleveland's first admin- 
istration. ex-Postmaster Learned serving 
his full term. Mr. Coogan, althoug there 
were several candidates, was appointed 
on the recommendation of Senator Dawes, 
a near neighbor for many years of Mr. 
Coogan and family. He at once put the 
office in the best possible business footing, 
and he left the position at the expira- 
tion of his four-years' eervica with gen- 
eral regret. He.was succeeded by John 
G. Orr, whom ex-President Harrison ap- 
pointed, and he remained until his four- 
years' term expired. In March, 1995, ex- 
President Cleveland aguin appointed Mr- 
Coogan, he being one of the very few 
postmasters reapoointed who had held 
the office under his administration at firstj 
Mr, Co- g m'srecord bad been so admir- 
able and flo business-like that no petition 
was deemed e.sential, and there was no 
opposition. He was the first Catholic in 
the city ever, holdinsr theoffice. His last 
administration of tl e office has been even 
more business-like than the other, if pos- 
sible, and the office is soon to bo put on 
the first-class list, with a salary of $3,000 a 
year.

Special Investigation Com- 


mittee Makes an Inspec- 


tion Yesterday. 


SATISFACTORY CONDITION FOUND

Inmates Happy and 


Contented. But there 


are Bugs. , 


The almshouse was investigated yester- 


day. Its condition is reported to be ex- 
cellent. The special committee was more 
than satisfied-with the results of the in- 
spection. It was evident that the state 
board of lunacy and charity was misled 
by appearances of minor details into 
thinking that the entire house was ill- 
kept and mismanaged. 


The special committee, consisting of 


Councilmen Flagg, Amadon and Rice, ac- 
companied by Mr. Woodhead, overseer of 
the poor, made a complete tour ofth 
house and property, and found everything 
clean and orderly. There were of course 
minor details in the appearance of some 
things which could be improved, but in 
all that was essential the condition of the 
house was satifactory. The inmates were 
talked with, and all expressed themselves 
as happy and satisfied with their treat- 
ment. 


The matter of vermin was the one on 


which the criticisms of the state board 
were most justified. 
The councilinen 


made a careful search. They went from 
room to room in a minute inspection. 
And at last they found a bug. It was a 
fairly fat and healthy looking bug, and 
indicated by his friendly air with the 
committee that he had been accustomed 
to companionship. There are probably 
other bugs. 


\The construction of the building, with 


high wain scottings in every room is such 
as to invite vermin. And in such a place 
ii, is natural that it should be difficult to 
avoid them. But the committee were 
satisfied that the management was doing 
every thing possible to keep the place 
clean. 


In the other points of criMcism made by 


the state board, the committee was satis- 
fied that the almshouse was comparative- 
ly free from blame. A detailed report 
will be made to the council at its next 
meeting,
